KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 12 
—Testimony began in United 
States District Court here today 
in the trial of Police Lt. Louis 


Shoulders of St. Louis on a 
perjury charge growing out of 
his capture of the Bobby Green- 


lease kidnap-killers last Oc- 
tober. 
Lt. Shoulders, who faces a 


maximum penalty of five years 
in prison and a $2000 fine if 
convicted. was charged in an in- 
dictment with testifying falsely 
before a federal grand jury in- 
vestigating the disappearance of 
$303,720 of the $600,000 Green- 
lease ransom. 

A jury of 12 men was chosen 
quickly from a panel of 28 ve- 
niremen, in the court of Judge 
Albert A. Ridge. The Govern- 
ment began presentation of its 
evidence following a luncheon 
recess. 

3 Preliminary Witnesses. 

Three preliminary witnesses 
opened for the prosecution. They 
were Harry C. Spaulding, chief 
deputy United States clerk, in- 
troducing grand jury records; 
Mrs. Ada Taylor, grand jury 
foreman, who testified she ad- 
ministered the oath to Shoulders 
before his grand jury testimony, 
and Robert Englander, court re- 
porter, who recorded Shoulder’s 
testimony. 

Mrs. Taylor, in reply to @ 
question on cross-examination, 
said the appearance of ; 
Shoulders before the grand 
jury was “beneficial” in the in- 
vestigation of the kidnaping 
phase of the jury's inquiry. 

‘No Bearing’ on Dolan 

In his remarks to the panel, 
Judge Ridge said the case has 
no bearing on the trial here 
two weeks ago of Patrolman 
Elmer Dolan, who was found 
guilty of perjury because of his 

rand jury’ testimony about 
Randling of the ransom. 

“This case is separate and 
apart from the trial of Elmer 
Dolan,” Judge Ridge empha- 
sized. 

Shoulders appeared wearing a 
dark suit and matching necktie, 
and he put on horn-rim eye- 
glasses in the courtroom. In 
reply to a remark that he was 
looking well, the husky police 
lieutenant replied, “I wish I felt 
as well as I look.” 

Defense Counsel Henry G. 
Morris of St. Louis questioned 
prospective jurors closely about 
‘any preconceived ideas about 
the handling of the ransom. He 
also inquired about their read- 
ing newspaper accounts of the 
Dolan trial and asked if testi- 
mony by Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation agents “might be 
given particular weight. 

The defense has subpenaed as 
witnesses Special Officers Wil- 
liam Carson and Norman Naher 
and Turnkey Lyle Mudd, all of 
the Newstead Avenue Police 
Station in St. Louis. A subpena 
duces tecum also was issued at 
the request of Morris for all po- 
lice department records and re- 
ports dealing with the missing 
ransom inquiry. 

Prosecutor’s Statement. 

United States Attorney Ed- 


ward L. Scheufler, in a brief 
opening statement, called atten- 


tion to the statement Shoulders 
made to the grand jury relative 
to the interval between 8:57 p.m. 
Oct. 6, when Carl Austin Hall, 
the kidnaper, was booked, and 


9:20 p.m., when Shoulders testi- 


fied he left the station.

The circuit court here said au- 
thority to inquire into the truth 
or falsity of an affidavit is vest- 
ed in the Department of Justice 
alone. The opinion said it wasn’t 
fair to deprive union members 
of the board’s services just be- 
cause an official might have 
deceived the membership as to 
his Communist affiliation. This 
decision was left in effect by 
the Supreme Court today. 

The board contended that this 
reasoning “thwarts the congres- 
sional purpose of removing Com- 
munist influence from the 
American labor movement.” 

In another case the Supreme 
‘Court affirmed the  constitu- 
‘tionality of part of the New

[HEAVY EXPLOSION 
SET OFF BY WIRES 
IN TRAIN WRECK 


COLUMBIA, Pa., April 12 
(UP)—A heavy explosion was set 
off today when 31 cars of a 
Pennsylvania railroad freight 
train piled up and smashed into 
a high tension tower. 

The electric wires fell onto a 
tank car loaded with-oil. The 
oil exploded and set fire to six 
other cars carrying lumber and 
highly - inflammable chemicals. 
Heavy smoke forced the occu- 
pants of 20 cottages to flee from 
their homes along the tracks. 


| There were no known casualties. _ 


| The 122-car train was enroute 
from Harrisburg to New York 
when it piled up. The 31 derailed 
cars were in the center of the 
train. The fire spread quickly 
from the tank car to adjoining 
freight cars, some of which were 


upset. 


Police today searched for 
cartridges containing. highly 
dangerous explosives after tak- 
ing into custody four pupils of 
L’Ouverture School who ad- 
mitted stealing 300 of the cart- 
ridges from a construction pro- 
ject site at 3418 Gratiot street. 

The boys were found after a 
canvass of the neighborhood by 
Detective Sgt. John Walsh and 
Detective David Redmond. Res- 
idents reported hearing a series 
of explosions which “sounded 
like cannon fire.” 

The shells were exploded by 
throwing rocks against them, 
the boys explained. Theodore 
Roussin, general superintendent 
for the C. Rallo Contracting Co., 
had explained the cartridges, 
which fit .22 caliber weapons, 
are used in a special gun to 
drive nails into steel and con- 
crete. 

So far none of 300 cartridges 
taken over the weekend have 
been recovered. The boys said 
they threw some of the purple 
and red colored explosives away 
and gave some to other boys. 
The cartridges are powerful 
enough to blow up an ordinary

Hill Is Objective. 

The immediate objective of 
the rampaging Vietminh assault 
appeared again to be a 1200- 
foot-high hill overlooking the 
fortress and only five-eighths 
of a mile from its center. The 
French seized the strategic 
height in a surprise attack 
Saturday and held it against 
four earlier big Vietminh at- 
tacks. | 

The Vietminh, armed with 
submachine-guns, rifles, pistols, 
grenades and plastic containers 
of high explosives, charged up 
the jungle-covered hill into the 
heavy fire of French troops 
firmly holding a long series of 
winding trenches. 

The Vietminh gained the 
crest at one point, but the 
French bayonet charges beat 
them back and by 8 a.m. the 
fighting was finished, with the 
hill and all its system of Viet- 
minh-built trenches still firmly 
in French hands.

Interest in First Major 
Elections of 1954 Cen- 
ters on G.O.P, Senate 
Race for Man to Op- 
pose Douglas. 


CHICAGO, April 12 (AP)— |’ 


The first political struggle of 
1954, a preliminary skirmish to 
ick candidates for the crucial 
ovember battle over control 
of Congress, clatters to a show- 
down tomorrow in the Illinois 
primary. 

From the standpoint of na- 
tional interest, the main result 
will be.to select a Republican 
for an attempt to unseat Demo- 
cratic Senator Paul H. Doug- 
las. Nine candidates are con- 
testing for the Republican sen- 
atorial nomination. 


A majority of professional 
politicians and newspaper men 
who keep up with politics, along: 
with many prospective voters, 
regard Joseph T. Meek and Ed- 
ward A. Hayes as the top con- 
tenders. Between the two, they 
are inclined to give Meek a 
shade the better of it. 


Meek heads the Illinois Fed- 
eration of Retail Associations 
and has long been a legislative 
lobbyist in Springfield. Hayes 
is a former national commander 
of the American Legion. 

Four Committee Heads in Race. 

The nation’s first primary to- 
morrow will determine, too, 
whether 10 House members, four 
of them chairmen of major com- 
mittees, will get a chance to 
run again in November. 

Over the country, politicians 
are eyeing the -primary for 
straws in the wind. But they 
may have to strain to detect any 
real trends, any significant Mid- 
western sentiment on national 
issues, or any clear signs of ap- 
proval or disapproval of what 
the Eisenhower Administration 
and Congress are doing. 

Various candidates have been 
bringing up such questions as 
farm and employment problems 
or thundering against sending 
any Americans to fight in Indo- 
china. But voters seem to be 
more interested in local issues, 
and races involving city and 
county offices and seats in the 
Legislature. 

The experts expect a light 
turnnut tomorrow—perhaps 1.,- 
600,000 to 1,775,000, or roughly 
one out of three of about 5,000,- 
000 persons who are registered. 

Republican rivalries are at- 
tracting the major claim to at- 
tention, since none of the Dem- 
ocratic contests involves any 
state-wide balloting. Senator 
Douglas has no challenger in 
the orbemag! &

n House members are buck- 
ing primary opposition but only 
one of the nine Democrats has 
any competition. 
~ All 25 incumbent Congress- 
men appear to be fairly safe 
bets to win renomination. That 
theludes the committee chair- 
mien, Harold H. Velde of the 
Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, Leo E. Allen of the Rules 
Gemmittee, Robert B. Chiper- 
field of Foreign Affairs and 
Chauncey W. Reed of Judiciary. 
Plus Sid Simpson of the District 
of Columbia Committee, who 
has no opposition. 

Reed isn’t particularly 
alarmed about two Republican 
rivals. 

Chiperfield and Allen have 
been up against somewhat stiffer 
competition. 

Velde has encountered a tough 
antagonist in Robert H. Allison, 
for 20 years a member of the 
state legislature. Among some 
clergymen in his district there 
is an undercurrent of resent- 
ment that his committee has 
questioned a number of minis- 
ters. . 

Democrats probably would 
seize on defeats of any Repub- 
lican Congressmen, committee 
chairmen particularly, as a 
token of grass roots displeasure 
at the way the G.O.P. has been 
running Congress. 

As things stand now, the Re- 
publicans have a paper-thin ma- 
jority in the House and none at 
all in the Senate. 

Among the Republican sena- 
torial aspirants, none is a prom- 
inent national figure and some 
aren’t even widely known with- 
in their own state.

Five Communists on trial on 
charges of violating the Smith 
Act were told by United States 
District Judge Roy W. Harper 
today that if they had followed 
their party’s constitution “they 
would not be charged here to- 
day.” 

The judge’s comment was 
during arguments on a motion 
to acquit, after Mrs. Mary 
Kaufman, attorney for two de- 
fendants, had read into the 
record the Communist party 
constitution, which expresses 
opposition to use of yiolence to 
achieve party aims. 


Hearing of defense testimony, 
subject to rulings on pending 
defense motions, was postponed 
until next Monday. The court 
had set hearing of testimony 
for tomorrow, after overruling 
two other defense motions last 
Friday. 

Commenting further on Mrs. 
Kaufman’s argument, Judge 
Harper read from testimony of 
a Government witness, who had 
quoted Defendant William Sent- 
ner as follows: 


“Socialism is our goal and it 
can't be achieved through peace- 
ful means. We'll have to fight 
for it.” 

The judge then referred to 
Government testimony about an- 
other defendant, James Forest, 
in which Forest was quoted as 
saying Stalin taught that where 
a group of socialist countries 
manages to encircle a capitalist 
country, it is possible that that. 
country can become socialized 
without violence. 

But the witness testified fur- 
ther, Judge Harper recalled, 
that Forest said: “Lenin taught 
that violence would be neces- 
sary—and Lenin was right.” 
The court added there were 
“many other instances” of testi- 
mony about statements by de- 
fendants that Communism 
would have to be achieved by 
violence.

The 1954 Race Is On 


Although the 1954 congressional campaign 
has been in progress for nearly six months, it 
gets under way officially with Tuesday's pri- 
mary in Illinois. When the voters of the Prairie 
State go to the polls to nominate candidates for 
United States Senator and 25 seats in the House 
of Representatives, the battle for control of the 
legislative branch in the second half of the 
Eisenhower Administration will really be on. 

As Senator Paul H. Douglas, Democrat, is un- 
opposed, interest in the Illinois primary centers 
in the Republican scramble to select a nominee 
Senator to run in November. There are nine 
aspirants—10 if a disqualified candidate now 
running as a write-in is counted. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch told how the ear- 
liest of the Republican candidates, Joseph T. 
Meek, has lined up the support of virtually all 
the Republican members of the State Senate at 
Springfield. There are 34 G.O.P. State Sena- 
tors and of these 33 are claimed by the Meek 
headquarters as indorsers of his candidacy. 

In view of the fact that there are more sena- 
torial candidates than ever before in the history 
of the Illinois primary, this unanimity of pref- 
erence is remarkable in itself. But what makes 
it a serious public matter is the fact that Mr. 
Meek is a lobbyist, who has had legislative in- 
terests before these same State Senators. 

. . ° 

Mr. Meek is the president of the Illinois Fed- 
eration of Retail Associations which he founded 
20 years ago. In that capacity he has made it 
his business to develop, in his own words, “con- 
structive contacts” with members of the Illinois 
Legislature. 

There is no law whatever against that. Lob- 
byists at the state capitols and in Washington 
run into the thousands. The question in Mr. 
Meek’'s case is whether he should have lined up 
virtually every Republican State Senator for his 
own candidacy. No one can deny that the 
appearances are disturbing when a lobbyist and 
legislators before whom he has lobbied tie them- 
selves so closely together when the lobbyist in 
turn seeks an important office. 

Twenty-eight years ago—back in 1926—Illinois 
Republicans held a senatorial primary which be- 
came known as the “golden primary.” It re- 
ceived that name because of the large amount of 
money expended in behalf of the nomination of 
Frank L. Smith, then chairman of the Illinois 
Commerce Commission. Among the contributors 
to the Smith slush fund was the late Samuel 
Insvil, utility magnate, who gave $125,000 to 
assist the man who had passed on matters of 
rates and valuations important to the utilities. 

Mr. Smith was nominated and elected but the 
Republican Senate refused to seat him. This is 
a bit of Illinois history worth recalling as a 
lobbyist now reports that all but one of the 
Republican State Senators have bowed down 
before him. 

- 7 7 

This is not the only issue in the Illinois pri- 
mary. There is the question of how to nominate 
a Republican who will give President Ejisen- 
hower at least as much support as Senator 
Douglas gives. Mr. Meek and Edward A. Hayes 
and still others in the Republican field are strong 
supporters of the Bricker amendment to limit 
the President's hand in the conduct of foreign 
affairs, 

Had either Mr. Meek or Mr. Hayes been in 
the Senate the day the George version of the 
Bricker amendment was voted on, President 
Eisenhower would haye suffered by far his worst 
defeat. Since the Whité House position was 
sustained by only one vote, Senator Douglas can 
say that his vote saved the President this humili- 
ation and the country the danger of a hog-tied 
executive. 

Two candidates in the grab bag are full- 
fledged supporters of the Eisenhower program. 
They are Austin L. Wyman, lawyer and former 
president of the Chicago Crime Commission, 
and Herbert F. Geisler, Chicago Alderman. 
Park Livingston, former president of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois Board of Trustees, also says 
the Eisenhower Administration needs him. But 
most of the field is a long way from being pro- 
Eisenhower. 

The danger is that because of the multiplicity 
of candidates, the Republicans will nominate an 
essentially anti-Eisenhower man who, if elected, 
would join the Bricker-McCarthy-Jenner-Welker 
wing of the G.O.P. There would be no help 
for Dwight D. Eisenhower in that! 
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There /s a Dust Bowl 


There is no longer any room for euphemism 
about the Dust Bowl in the southern Great 
Plains. The earlier reassurances that the pres- 
ent soil-blowing would not reach Dust Bowl 
proportions are out the window—in a swirl of 
dust. 

Kansas, suffering from the driest first quarter 
of a year in 68 years, is one of four states of 
which portions have been designated by the 
Soil Conservation Service as Dust Bowl. The 
other states are Texas, Colorado and New 
Mexico. 

Concerted and perhaps drastic measures are 
going to be necessary to meet this developing 
disaster. Colorado has already taken the initia- 
tive with a law which makes it mandatory for 
farmers to use soil conservation measures. 

Retirement of some tilled lands to grass, a 
tree-planting program, and other measures to 
anchor the soil against the storm-force winds 
which threaten it, are absolutely necessary. 

The affected states cannot start these meas- 
ures going too promptly. At the same time, the 
Federal Government should be planning to sup- 
.ply the co-ordinated leadership for all the strick- 
en states which it alone can provide. 
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School Money Memo 

‘Higher school tax rates were before the voters 
of 16 St. Louis county schoo] districts last week 
for approval or rejection. In 15 of the 16 dis- 
tricts, the voters agreed to pay the higher rates. 
This is an item for pondering by legislators. Also 
to be remembered are some of the actual fig- 
ures. So here are a few examples: 

In Clayton the rate per $100 of assessed valu- 
ation was raised from $2.25 to $2.48: in Affton 
from $2.85 to $2.95; in Kinloch from $2.95 to 
$3.25; in Maplewood-Richmond Heights from 
$2.75 to $3.34; in Ferguson from $3.20 to $3.45, 
and in Kirkwood from $4.05 to $4.71. 

These are fine demonstrations of local respon- 
sibility for local benefits. Granted, these county 
school districts are in prosperous suburbs which 
want good schools and can better afford to sup- 
port them than can an Ozarks district with much 
more limited resources. State aid is essential to 
bring schooling in such a district up to at 
least a minimum standard of acceptability. 


Yet the underlying principle of-self-help still. 


applies: all school districts should do as muck 
for their pupils as they can, State aid is intended 
to supplement this effort; it is not meant to 
make up for lack of local effort. Only if this 
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principle is accepted can state aid raise Mis- 
souri’s educational standards as it should. And 
only on thig basis will most taxpayers favor 
increased state school appropriations. 

It is up to the Hawkins committee to suggest 
to the Legislature a practical way of implement- 
ing this principle—just as did the Citizens Com- 
mission whose work is being done all over again. 
This is the No. 1 requirement if state school 
spending is to be shifted from more or less of a 
giveaway to a solid, result-producing basis. 
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Subsidies, Direct and Indirect 

The present price support program for dairy 
products pleases almost nobody. It is under 
heavy attack from those who oppose Secretary 
Benson's recent cut in the level of support. And 
now a substitute for it has been offered by Sena- 
tors Aiken and Anderson, a Vermont Republican 
and a New Mexico Democrat, who have been 
generally favorable, as Secretary Benson is, to 
the principle of flexible price supports in gen- 
eral. 
. Senators Aiken and Anderson offer what in 
one respect looks like a great improvement on 
the present dairy products plan. They would have 


' the Government support the price of fluid milk 


directly, instead of supporting the price of but- 
ter, cheese and dried milk in the hope that 
processors will pay equivalent prices for raw 
milk. 

This idea is attractive because it would tend 
to avoid freezing the dairy industry in the exist- 
ing pattern, as the present plan does, and be- 
cause it might result in higher actual income to 
farm producers. 

Price support at the processing end does not 
always produce the farm income it is supposed 
to produce. For example, before the recent cut 
in butter price support the Government was 
paying for butter enough to enable processors 
to pay an average of $3.74 per hundred pounds 
of milk used for manufacturing purposes. But 
dairymen actually were being paid an average 
of only $3.37 for milk. 

If the Government spends a certain sum of 
money to support milk prices at a certain level, 
surely it has a right to expect that the sub- 
sidy will buy what it is supposed te buy. If this 
could be better accomplished by applying the 
subsidy at the point of fluid milk sales, rather 
than at the point of butter or cheese sales, then 
clearly the Aiken-Anderson plan would be an 
improvement. 

But the question which is not being asked, 
either by Senators Aiken and Anderson or by 
those who attack the Benson plan, is this: “Why 
are price supports the best way of aiding dairy 
farmers at 11?" The Des Moines Register argues 
that the most effective way to accomplish the 
purpose of the Aiken-Anderson plan would prob- 
ably be not price support but “direct payments 
to producers of milk.” 

Instead of subsidizing the milk buyer so that 
he can subsidize the dairy farmer, why not sim- 
ply subsidize the farmer? 
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Sentiment Stays Not the Years

But Enos is admittedly well 
along toward baseball's longevity record. And 
in that game you do not count on old men to 
give a team a new look. |

never really satisfied with anything less than 
@ pennant-winner. So part of the responsibility 
is theirs—even if few will admit it. Well, we 
hope that it will prove all for the best at Spring 
and Dodier. And we hope that for the Yankees 
Enos Slaughter breaks Babe Ruth’s home run 
record, establishes a batting average better than 
Ty Cobb’s and generally wrecks the American

The latest medical crusade by that purposely 
uncomical comic-strip physician, “Rex Morgan, 
M.D.,” has a particular public interest. For 
young Dr. Morgan is engaged in overcoming a 
community's needless hysteria about a patient 
who actually has recovered from Hansen’s 
disease—otherwise known by the dread name 
of leprosy. 

From time to time the American press has 
waged its own crusades against the widespread 
ignorance which surrounds leprosy, It is not a 
disease which creates incurable untouchables or 
spreads like wildfire.

Why Coffee Is So High

Overproduction and low prices led to abandonment of many 
plantings in ‘30s and ‘40s, bank says; supply in tight balance 
with increasing demand this year, frost damage skyrocketed 
prices; but the dollars we spend may come back to us in trade. 


From the Monthly Letter of the National City Bank of New York 


If, as the coffee trade maintains, the 
rise in prices is due to the law of sup- 
ply and demand, then putting coffee 
trading in this country under federal 
regulation won't help matters. 


Attempts to keep the price down arti- 
ficially in this market not only may, as 
pointed out by The New York Times, 
“worsen our position by encouraging 
diversion of supplies to the countries 
willing to pay more,” but also tend to 
impede working out of the real cure 
through higher production. 

The seeds of the present tight market 
situation were sown by overproduction 
developed in the ’20s and ’30s. 


Influenced by favorable prices during 
the '20s, coffee-growing countries,. par- 
ticularly Brazil, greatly expanded their 
coffee-tree plantings. 

Since it takes five to six years for 
new trees to come into full bearing, the 
effect of these plantings on output and 
prices was not felt immediately. 


By the late °20s, however, production 
was pulling ahead of consumption. 


This condition of unbalance grew 
steadily worse in the '30s, with a taper- 
ing-off in the rise of consumption add- 
ing to the difficulties. 


Cutback in Production 


Since annual consumption over 1930- 
39 averaged only 26,474,000 bags of 132 
pounds each, world visible stocks in 
producing countries soared to a peak 
of 30,000,000 bags and would have 
gone much higher except for the coffee 
destruction program instituted by Brazil 
in an effort to cope with unmanageable 
supplies. 


Under this program more than 78.- 
000,000 bags of coffee were burned over 
a period of a decade and a half. 


Reflecting the law of supply and de- 
mand, coffee prices fell to what were, 
for the producers, disastrous lows. The 
New York spot price for Santos 4s 
during the ‘30s averaged around 10 
cents, and at the lowest went below 5 
cents. 


Many coffee farmers in Brazil aban- 
doned their plantations or uprooted 
their trees and turned to more profit- 
able crops, notably cotton and foed- 
stuffs. The Government levied taxes on 
new plantations of coffee trees. The 
mumber of trees decreased about one 
fourth. 

Green coffee production declined 
sharply. By the early ’40s it had fallen 
below consumption. 


Start of the Price Spiral 


For the first seven postwar years 
world exportable production of coffee 
averaged a decline of 23 per cent from 
the average of the ’30s. Stocks accumu- 
lated from the years of overproduction 
were steadily drawn down, and by 1949 
were back to the level of the '20s when 
world consumption was much lower. 


With the removal of price ceilings in 
this country after the war, coffee prices 
began to discount the changing statisti- 
cal position and outlook. 


Step by step with declining excess 
stocks the price continued to rise, cul- 
minating in the sh 
from 26 cents in April to 52%4 cents in 
November. 

In 1950 spot prices for Santos 4s av- 
eraged 51 cents. 

Outside Brazil, larger exportable 
crops during recent years in Colombia, 
Mexico and Africa have more than off- 
set declines in Indonesia, Venezuela, 
Peru and Cuba. Exportable output of 
other Latin American countries general- 
ly has remained about the same or 
shown a slight upturn. SE 

Colombia, the world’s second major. 
coffee-producing country, has boosted 
her exportable crop 45 per cent. | 

In 1952-53 Mexico produced a reco 
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advance of 1949 ~ 


exportable crop of over 1.200,000 bags, 
against her pre-war average of 675,000, 
which made her the third-ranking world 
producer last year. 


High prices have also stimulated pro- 
duction in Africa, where output has in- 
creased to around 5.000.000 bags annual- 
ly, nearly double the pre-war high. 


At the same time, average annual 
production in Brazil, though almost as 
large as that of the rest of the world 
combined, has been running some 40 
per cent below the average of the ’30s. 

The effects of the neglect of coffee 
trees during the depression, and of the 
efforts at diversification both agricul- 
tarally and industrially, are not quickly 
overcome. The lag has been particularly 
marked in some of the older producing 
areas because of worn-out soil and ad- 
vancing age of the trees. 


European Demand Is Up 


Meantime, demand in the United 
‘States is up 46 per cent from pre-war. 
European consumption is coming back 
from the wartime lows. 


Of world exportable production of cof- 
fee for the 1953-54 crop year it was an- 
ticipated that Brazil would contribute 
over 50 per cent. World production and 
consumption were expected to be al- 
most in balance. 


But on July 5 word came from Brazil 
of a severe frost, particularly in the 
state of Parana, where the bulk of the 
new planting has been done. 


At first there was considerable skepti- 
cism in world coffee markets as to the 
damage actually done. However. as it 
became possible to assess the damage 
more fully, its seriousness became in- 
creasingly apparent. 


As a result, estimates wf Brazil's ex- 
portable production for the 1953-54 crop 
were revised downward 2,933,000 bags. 


Unless unreported stocks of coffee in 
the interior are larger than generally 
believed in the trade, Brazil will be able 
to maintain exports this year at close to 
last year’s level only by drawing down 
carry-over stocks to the abnormally low 
total of 1,500,000 bags next July 1, 
against 2,950,000 a year earlier. 


Supplies Are Not Held Back 


Charges that coffee-growing countries 
are holding back supplies are not sub- 
stantiated by the rate of exports during 
the first seven months of the current 
crop season. 


Exports of coffee from Brazil during 
this period, despite the short crop, to- 
taled 10,318,000 bags, 457,000 above the 
same period in 1952-53. 


Columbia in the same period export- 
ed 4,227,000 bags, 1,035,000 greater than 
a year earlier. 


Brazilian port stocks, as of February 
1, 1954, totaled 3,243,000 bags, down 
743,000 from a year ago, 


Meantime, any additional déllars 
earned by producing countries as a re- 
sult of higher prices for coffee will, of 
course, put those countries in a position 
b moet more goods from thé United 

s.

Botched Personalities 


THEY WENT WRONG, ty Croswell Bowen 
Graw-Hill Book Co... inc., 264 ps., $3.88.) 
About a year ago St. Louisans read 

the shocking story of Fred Eugene 
McManus, young Lang Island Marine 
who killed five persons while traveling 
across country, robbing his victims of 
small amounts of money. Many saw the 
handsome 18-year-old on television as 
he posed for the cameras, relating his 
story in a vague, off-hand manner and 
offering no explanation except that he 
and his girl friend, arrested with him, 
had wanted to get to California. 


They may have wondered what led 
this son of a better-than-average, 
middle-class family to commit these ter- 
rible crimes. Press accounts didn’t offer 
much help. But Croswell Bowen, expert 
writer of The New Yorker magazine's 
“Annals of Crime,” digs deeply into 
McManus’s background and comes up 
with a story that tracks the develop- 
ment of a killer from.the day he made 

his violent entry 
into the world in 
Brooklyn's Method- 
ist Episcopal Hos- 
pital. 

Bowen finds that 
McManus was the 
product of an ex- 
tremely unhappy 
home life. His fath- 
er, who often pun- 
ished in anger, rep- 
" yesented only au- 
thority. So, fed by 
some of the worst 
magazines and com- 
ic strips of the day, 
he left the world of 
reality and retired to a dream world 
where he was an outlaw who left his 
hideout in the hills only to forage for 
food among the civilized people. When 
circumstances caused the dream to be- 
ome reality he began his orgy of kill- 
ng.

Cardinals Challenge 

Their Farm System. 

HE Cardinals’ explanation 
T of why they traded Enos 

Slaughter, the Old War- 
horse, falls a bit flat. Such 
transactions were not unusual 
back in the days of Sam 
Breadon and Branch Rickey. 
It was common practice to 
trade players before they 
reached the end of the trail 
and there was indignation 
over the departure of Chick 
Hafey, Taylor Douthit, Jim 
Bottomley, Bill Sherdel and 
many others. 

It was different in those 
days, however. The farm 
clubs were bulging with tal- 
ent. As each star departed 
another appeared in Cardinal 
uniform, somebody who could 
run faster, throw harder and 
who was hungrier than the 
player. who was sent on his 
way. 

The Slaughter deal, how- 
ever, is a real challenge to 
the Cardinal farm system, 
which hasn't been producing 
much in recent years. Enos 
was the best competitor the 
club had. He still was a 
standout for batting skill and 
hustle. No doubt he doesn’t 
get down to first base quite 
as quickly as he did a few 
years ago, but he still can 
outrun a lot of players up for 
trial. And he still is danger- 
ous at the plate. 

Enos was a standout at St. 
Petersburg, even if you didn't 
look at him. During an early 
batting session at Al Lang 
Field a group was fanning in 
the dugout. Suddenly the 
plunk-plunk sounds that had 
been coming from the batting 
cage changed to a succession 
of explosive whacks. You 
didn’t have to look to know 
that Slaughter was up there. 
When he swung that bat 
against a baseball it had the 
sound of authority. 

There was nobody in the 
Florida camp who seemed to 
be ready to take Slaughter’s 
place. Wally Moon was the 
nearest to being a candidate 
for that honor. He had played 
winter ball and did better in 
the batting cage than other 
rookies. But late in spring 
training it was understood 
that the club brass believed 
he needed another year in 
the minors. He was still on 
the Rochester roster when the 
team arrived in St. Louis and 
apparently was slated for that 
farm club. : 

Fans Will Forgive 

If Club Is Contender. 

ARDINAL fans probably 
Care more indignant over 

the departure of Slaughter 
than they have been over any 
deal since Rogers Hornsby 
was traded to the Giants for 
Frank Frisch and Jimmy Ring 
after the “1926 season. Cash 
customers vowed then that 
they never would attend an- 
other Cardinal game. But 
Frisch had a great year, the 
club contended for the pen- 
nani again and the fans gradu- 
ally dried their eyes. And the 
club did well at the gate, 

They'll forget about Slaugh- 
ter, too, if Moon quickly be- 
comes a major leaguer... De- 
fensively the young man prob- 
ably is ready. As a batter he 
has the advantage of what the 
trade considers perfect form 
at the plate. There is no 
hitch in his swing and he 
doesn't over-stride. Thus he 
is in good position to hit any- 
thing thrown to him. But he 
still has to prove that he can 
hit big league pitching after 
the pitchers’ arms are as 
sharply tuned as Moon's eyes, 
which had the advantage dur- 
ing spring training of the win- 
ter league background. 
Slaughter, on the other hand, 
fs a known quantity. He's 
old but he still is a great bat- 
ter, especially in the clutch. 
And he had great value as a 
morale builder on the club. 
Quick to complain he still 
was a fine organization man. 
He ‘Was of the old Gashouse 
Gang school and though he 
was 38 years old observers 
still numbered him among the 
assets when they mentioned a 
small group of Cardinal play- 
ers who were fairly certain to 
keep the club in first divi- 
sion. 

Whether Slaughter’s trans- 
fer to the Yankees was part 
of the Raschi deal was unim- 
portant. It is admitted that 
his name was mentioned dur- 
ing conversation that resulted 
in the transfer of Raschi to 
the Cardinals. That is not 
surprising. A manager Jike 
Casey Sttngel naturally would 
covet a player like Slaughter. 
For the country boy from Car- 
olina is a champion and will 
be as long as he is permitted 
to wear a uniform and race 
around baseball diamonds. 

Youth Movement After 

Trend Toward Oldsters. 

T would be just as well, 

though, for the Cardinals 

not to talk about any youth 
movement. The movement of 
important youth from the farm 
clubs has been virtually in- 
visible, except for pitchers. 
And if the club wants to point 
to the arrival last year of 
three newcomers, Bilko, Re- 
pulski and Jablonski, some 
pointing can be done at the 
fact that this spring it was 
considered wise to get a better 
man than Bilko, and that bet- 
ter shortstopping was desired 
because of the lack of mobil- 
ity in Jablonski’s defense of 
third base, 

Moreover, the club reached 
out for some well-aged players 
during the off-season. Ellis 
Deal, 31 years old; Niles Jor- 
dan, 28; Royce Lint, 32; Jim 
Walsh, 34, d Joe Frazier, 
32, weré past the age that 
would have made them eligible 
for the parent club back in 
the days when the farm sys- 
tem was turning out big league 
prospects, 

Stanky certainly said a 
mouthful when he said that 
as long as Slaughter remained 
the young players would have 
to ride the bench. But the old 
bench won’t be as 
either, with the Old W 
gone. was one of the 
big reasons people pay to get 
into ball parks.

Sometimes the tension be- 
tween a pair of strong, evenly- 
matched teams tends to take 
some of the polish off their per- 
formance. That’s just about 
what happened yesterday as 
Kutis soccer team defeated 
Simpkins, 1-0, to win the local 
championship.

The committee asked that ap- 
propriations be cut most po 8 
in obligations for veterans’ — 
ices and benefits; a 
social security, welfare 
health; farm benefit fare and 
including the school-lunch pro- 
gram, and federal aid to state. 
in highway building. 

Additionally, the group sug-. 
gested that the Geveuninand turn 
over development of industrial 
use of atomic energy to private 
industry. 

Magill, now a New York at-. 
torney, was Under Secretary of 
the Treasury in 1938. The com- 
mittee was organized in, 1944, 
Magill said, to make nonpartisan 
studies of federal finances. 

The committee’s report, issued 
last night, said cuts in appro- 
priations could not immediately 
be reflected in full in spend- 
ing drops. But it estimated that 
if its suggestions were adopted, 
spending in fiscal 1955 might 
fall to about 60 billion dollars, 
instead of the 6544 billions pre- 
dicted by President Eisenhower 
in his January budget message. 

It said the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration had talked about bal- 
ancing the budget, but had thus 
far failed to do so. It declared 
its recommendations would ac- 
complish this aim by chopping 
appropriations requested by 
Eisenhower for the coming year

HE first Christian to reach

West elected to lead his seveh 
of hearts. Dummy played loW, 
And when East put in the tef, 
declarer ducked. East, sure that 
South had the heart ace, made 
his natural shift to the queen 
of clubs. South won, led a low 
diamond to the queen, and then 
led the trump queen from the 
board. East covered with the 
king—quite naturally—and now 
it did not matter how the de- 
fense operated; the contract was 
on ice. West's spade ace was the 
third and last defensive trick. 

It all looks very simple, but it 
wasn’t. Let's analyze: 


First, South had to avoid the 
pitfall of putting up the heart 
queen at Trick 1. Second, when 
East played the heart ten, South 
had to duck—it would have been 
fatal to win this trick with the 
ace. Third, and most important 
as well as subtle, South had to 
enter dummy for the lead of the 
spade queen, rather than lead 
low from the board or toward 
the board. 

Do you see why? 


Because, if the trump honors 
were divided between the two 
defenders, as they figured to 
be, South had to do everything 
possible to have East, not West, 
win the first defensive trump 
trick, so that another heart 
could not be led through the 
queen. And the outstandingly 
best way to accomplish this pur- 
pose was to lead the spade 
queen. If East had the king, he - 
would certainly cover to protect 
his partner's possible minor 
honor; and he would also (in all 
likelihood) play the ace, if he 
held it, on the queen. But if 
South led toward dummy, or led 
low from dummy, West might 
very well be the one to take the 
first trump trick, and his heart 
continuation would be most em- . 
barrassing.

: NEW YORK. 
FEW days ago a man 
wrote me: “As I under- 
stand th® program or 

philosophy of Communism, it 
is the accom- 
plishment of 
the 10 planks 
of the Com- 
munist mani- 
festo of Marx 
and Engels. 
As I under- 
stand the 
aims and pur- 
poses of the 
state Social- 
ists, it is also 
the enact- 
ment of laws 

to legalize the same 10 points 

of the manifesto. 


“If my understanding is 
correct, wherein do the Com- 
munists and state Socialists 
differ, and inasmuch as the 
Roosevelt and Truman Ad- 
ministrations have advocated 
at least half of the 16 points 
or planks of the manifesto, 
would you classify such pro- 
grams as communistic or 
state socialistic and, if not, 
why not?” :

I DO NOT HAPPEN to have 
the old Marx Communist 
manifesto at hand, but if this 
man thinks that what has de- 
veloped under Lenin and 
Stalin has any resemblance to 
what Marx wrote about, he is 
much mistaken, and nothing 
that either my husband or Mr. 
Truman advocated has any re- 
lation to what is being done 
today in the Soviet Union. 

There was no creation of 
fear, no police state during 
either Administration. There 
were some resemblances be- 
tween the Hitler and the Stalin 
administration in that both 
of them set up police states, 
but there were also some dif- 
ferences between the Nazi de- 
velopment and the Stalin de- 
velopment. The results, how- 
ever, were somewhat similar. 

I have certainly seen noth- 
ing in this country that re- 
sembles what has occurred in 
the Soviet Union under Stalin 
or did occur in Hitler's Ger- 
many, until very recently. The 
recent occurrences are more 
the excursions by one man or 
a few men into a few methods 
which have not before been 
used in this country. 


I hope our people will dis- 
avow these methods as being 
unsuitable for life in a democ- 
racy or a government which is 
called a representative re- 
public.

Ingredients: 2'2 cups beet or 
cane sugar, ‘3 cup white corn 
syrup, 42 cup hot water, ‘4 tea- 
spoon salt, 2 egg whites ‘at room 
temperature), one teaspoon Va- 
nilla, one cup mixed candied 
(glace) fruits, 42 cup broken nut- 
meats. 

Method: Mix sugar, corn Ssy)rT- 
up, hot water and salt in sauce- 
pan, stirring to dissolve sugar 
entirely. Cover pan and cook 
five minutes; uncover pan and 
continue cooking to hard-ball 
stage (265 degrees F). A small 
amount of the syrup dropped in 
cold water forms a ball thac 
holds its shape, is hard but not 
brittle. Remove from heat. Beat 
egg whites until just foamy, 
then start adding hot syrup ina 
pencil stream, beating constant- 
ly; use rotary beater for three to 
five minutes until candy thick- 
ens and loses its gloss. Remove 
beater and stir in vanilla, fruits 
and nuts. Drop quickly by table- 


spoonfuls onto lightly greased 
baking sheet; let set one hour, 
Makes 2'2 dozen pieces.
